The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are deemed allowable because the prior art does not teach or reasonably 
suggest a rotating piston positive displacement device having an accumulator area formed 
downstream of a valve starting at the downstream side of the intake port and ending at an initial 
seal point, the initial seal point formed at a point that the piston seals with the smooth inner 
surface of the hollow cylinder at the downstream end of the accumulator area and of the intake 
port. 

The model submitted by applicant has been examined and it satisfies the questions raised 
in the prior Office action. The rejections under 35 USC 101 and 35 USC 1 12 (first paragraph) 
have therefore been rendered moot.
